PAEDOPHILE: Neil Duncan 


A SHOEBURY man has been jailed 
for 16 years for committing a num¬ 
ber of historic child sex offences. 

Neil Duncan, 74, of Kingfisher 
Close, was sentenced at Wood 
Green Crown Court on 
Wednesday, January 24. 

Duncan, a retired musician, will 


also be made to sign the sex 
offenders’ register for life. 

He pleaded guilty on December 5 
to 39 offences relating to six male 
victims. Those offences were one 
count of attempted buggery with a 
victim aged under 16, seven counts 
of buggery with a victim aged 


under 16, one count of incitement to 
commit buggery, 13 counts of inde¬ 
cency with a child under the age of 
14, 15 counts of indecent assault on 
a male under the age of 16 and two 
counts of making indecent images. 

DC Amy Dobner, from the Child 
Abuse and Sexual Offences 


Command (CASO), said: “Duncan 
is a prolific offender who spent the 
1970s abusing young children. I am 
grateful that they have since come 
forward so that we could take the 
necessary action to bring him 
before the courts.

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Misconduct hearing told of inappropriate behaviour as male nurse in ‘state of arousal’ 

Nurse struck off for simulated 
sex act with female colleague 


A NURSE at a Southend day 
centre has been struck off 
after rubbing himself up 
against a female colleague 
and simulating a sexual act. 

Edward Jacobs, a mental 
health nurse, was struck off 
the register by a panel from 
the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council's (NMC) fitness to 
practise committee following 
a misconduct hearing on 
January 15-18. 

Jacobs admitted charges 
that he grabbed his col¬ 
league's waist and/or body, 
placed and/or rubbed his 
groin area and/or body 
against his colleague's bot¬ 
tom, simulated a sexual act 


with his colleague and his 
conduct and any or all of the 
above charges was inappro¬ 
priate and/or sexually moti¬ 
vated. The incident happened 
at the Taylor Centre on 
December 1 2015. 

The panel found that 
Jacobs was in a state of 
arousal while simulating a 
sexual act with the female 
colleague, despite his 
denials. Ms Helen Guest, on 
behalf of the NMC, said his 
actions have had a “pro¬ 
found” effect on the col¬ 
league. She added that 
Jacobs' conduct “fell far 
short of the standards expect¬ 
ed of a registered nurse”. 


David Claxton, on behalf 
of Jacobs, submitted that his 
actions had been “sponta¬ 
neous” and happened after 
Jacobs had been joking with 
two male colleagues. 

Mr Claxton also said 
Jacobs' actions were “out of 
character”, and that he had 
completed three relevant 
courses. He said Jacobs had 
been dismissed from the 
South Essex Partnerships 
NHS Foundation Trust 
(SEPT), where he had 
worked for more than 10 
years and there had been no 
suggestion of any inappro¬ 
priate behaviour towards 
anyone in his nursing career. 


But the panel concluded 
Jacobs had not developed 
“sufficient insight” into the 
seriousness of his actions 
and the training courses “fell 
far short” of suitable remedi¬ 
ation. It also concluded his 
actions of simulating a sex 
act had been for his own sex¬ 
ual gratification, and that he 
“humiliated and degraded” 
his colleague in front of oth¬ 
ers. The panel found that to 
allow Jacobs to continue to 
practise as a registered nurse 
“would put patients, col¬ 
leagues and others at unwar¬ 
ranted risk of harm in respect 
of the potential for sexually 
motivated behaviour.” 


An interim 18 month sus¬ 
pension order was made to 
allow for the possibility of 
an appeal. 

A spokesman for the 
Essex Partnership 

University NHS Foundation 
Trust, which SEPT merged 
into, said: “Following the 
disclosure of allegations a 
full internal process was 
conducted in line with the 
relevant trust policy and 
procedure and at the same 
time a referral to the NMC 
was made.” 

The spokesman added that 
Jacobs' employment was 
terminated with SEPT in 
May 2016.

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Essex schools above national average in revised GCSEs 

Pupils scale new 
heights in exams 


SECONDARY schools in Essex have 
cause for celebration after latest statis¬ 
tics released last week confirmed the 
county’s GCSE pupils again performed 
above the national average. 

About 15,000 young people were 
entered into GCSEs at schools in the 
county last year, which was the first time 
since the Government introduced a new 
numerical (9 to 1) grading system. 

Figures released by the Department for 
Education, alongside secondary school 
performance tables, show the attainment 
8 score for Essex (average grade across a 
set of eight subjects) was 46.7 - above 
the national average of 46.4. 

As a result of the data, Essex is 
ranked 58th of all 151 local authorities. 


The 65.3 per cent of pupils in Essex 
who achieved a standard pass at GCSE 
(9-4) in English and maths is also above 
the national average of 64.2 per cent 
English language, English literature 
and maths were the only subjects to be 
graded under the new 9 to 1 scale, with 
others continuing to be graded A* to G. 

Most other subjects are expected to 
adopt numerical grades by 2019. 

As well as releasing revised Key Stage 
4 results, the Department for Education 
published revised A-level results. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for education, 
said: “Secondary schools in Essex are 
continuing to perform exceptionally well 
with about 97.5 per cent currently rated as 


good or outstanding by Ofsted, compared 
with a national average of 80.3 per cent. 

“I am very pleased that their hard 
work is also reflected in these revised 
GCSE results and secondary school 
performance tables, which confirm the 
county’s pupils are achieving higher 
grades than many of their peers else¬ 
where in the country. 

“The new GCSE grading scales repre¬ 
sented an additional test and I would like 
to once again congratulate schools and 
their pupils on their excellent achieve¬ 
ments in challenging circumstances. 

“As a council, we remain committed 
to ensuring all pupils in Essex receive 
the best possible education and contin¬ 
ue to work very closely with schools.”

“I would like to take this opportunity to 
praise their bravery and resolve.” 

Police were first contacted by one of 
Duncan’s victims in March 2016. 

Three other victims came forward 
towards the end of 2016 and early 2017. 
They all told officers that they had been 
assaulted by Duncan as young boys in 
the 1970s. 

A Met Police spokesman said Duncan 
would show the boys pornographic 


material before forcing them to per¬ 
form sex acts. 

The spokesman added that officers 
established that he had offended across 
west London and the Home Counties. 

Duncan was arrested on August 4, 
2016. Computers were seized and found 
to contain indecent images. 

Officers also discovered several diaries 
that were kept by Duncan which corrob¬ 
orated the allegations. 

He was charged in mid-August 2017. 


DCI John Foulkes, of CASO, urged 
any other people who may have been 
abused by Duncan to speak to police. 

He added: “Given the number of vic¬ 
tims and offences that Duncan has 
admitted to, it cannot be ruled out that 
there are other victims who have yet to 
contact police.”

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Crocodile 
shock for 
police on 
drugs raid 




POLICE officers who raided a 
Westcliff property as part of a 
Basildon drugs operation came 
face to face with a 4ft 
crocodile. 

Officers raided the home in 
Burdett Avenue, Westcliff, on 
the afternoon of Wednesday, 
January 24. 

The raid was connected to the 
investigation of an alleged 
cannabis factory found in an 
industrial unit at Cranes Farm 
Road, Basildon, in 2015. 

In a bedroom inside, they 
found the spectacled caiman 
crocodile and 16 live snakes. 

Nine of the snakes were 
classes as “dangerous wild ani¬ 
mals”, including cobras, cop¬ 
perheads, pythons and a 
Madagascan giant hognose. 

They also found a scorpion 
plus seven dead snakes. 

The live animals were trans¬ 
ferred to an RSPCA rescue 
centre. 

A 36-year-old man from 
Basildon was arrested on sus¬ 


picion of producing cannabis, 
keeping a dangerous animal 
without a licence, and animal 
cruelty offences. 

He has been bailed until 
February 13, pending further 
enquiries.

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Council U-turn on 
change to school 
catchment areas 


SOUTHEND Council has 
made a U-turn on plans to 
change catchment areas for 
some schools in Leigh. 

The council had proposed 
amendments to catchments 
concerning West Leigh, Leigh 
North Street and Chalkwell 
Hall schools in a bid to address 
forecasted oversubscription. 

In a report before Cabinet, it 
was revealed that more recent 
figures suggested the number 
of 2016/17 births was below 
the published admission num¬ 
bers (PAN) needed for West 
Leigh. 

This was also the case at 
Leigh North Street, and the 
report said that concern over 
births exceeding PAN was one 
of the main reasons for the con¬ 
sultation. 

The number of 2016/17 
births exceeds 2021/22 PAN at 
Chalkwell Hall, but the report 
said the risk of oversubscrip¬ 
tion was mitigated by a per¬ 
centage of applicants choosing 
two other schools nearby, as 
well as an increase in PAN. 

Parents had also been 
opposed to catchment changes, 
according to the report, which 
revealed that the majority of

responses from south Leigh 
schools wanted to have no 
change. 

Cllr James Courtenay, execu¬ 
tive councillor for children and 
learning, said: “We now have 
additional data to what we had 
at the outset of this process 
suggesting the risk of oversub¬ 
scription for certain schools is 
significantly reduced. 

“This new indicative data, 
along with overwhelming 


opposition to change, means 
that we no longer have a com¬ 
pelling case for changing 
catchment areas south of the 
London Road. 

“Whilst some areas will 
always remain susceptible to 
oversubscription, the data no 
longer shows significant 
enough issues to make such 
fundamental changes that will 
affect so many. 

“I have said all along that we 
cannot make a decision that 
will please everyone, and 
although I do absolutely feel 
for those to the west of West 
Leigh catchment who support¬ 
ed proposed change, we can 
only base our view on the evi¬ 
dence in front of us at that 
given time, the views 
expressed to us from the con¬ 
sultation, and with respect to 
the Admissions Code.” 

Councillors agreed to retain 
the same 2018 catchments for 
those schools at the meeting on 
Monday. 

A council spokesman said 
cabinet agreed to a “small” 
change to the catchment area 
for Fairways Primary School, 
removing four roads from the 
south-east of it. 


Vet in 
charity 
chin-up 
challenge 

A SOUTHEND vet is to 
attempt 1,000 chin-ups in 
seven hours to raise money 
for charity. 

Oliver Duprey, 36, is taking 
on the challenge to generate 
cash for national disability 
charity, Sense and The 
Wilderness Foundation UK, 
which aims to save wilder¬ 
ness areas. 

The challenge will take 
place at his home on Monday, 
February 12. 

Oliver said: “I was looking 
to test my endurance and the 
1,000 chin-up challenge was 
perfect. 

“With my love for climbing, 
an intense upper body chal¬ 
lenge was the best choice to 
raise money for a good cause. 

“My training regime so far 
has been based around my 
normal climbing training but 
I have done specific chin-up 
training too with 250 com¬ 
pleted the other day.”

Burglars jailed 
for knife attack 
on man at home 



TWO men have been jailed for 
a total of more than 23 years 
after stabbing a man during a 
break-in at his home in 
Southend. 

James Ritchie, 33, of 
Hastings Road, and William 
Nolan, 39, of Jones Close, 
both Southend, were sen¬ 
tenced at Southend Crown 
Court after previously being 
found guilty of aggravated 
burglary. 

The court heard the pair 
went into the victim’s home - 
a multi-occupancy house in 
York Road - on January 15 
last year. 

The 27-year-old found the 
two men inside when he 
walked through the door. 

Ritchie and Nolan demanded 
he handed over money before 
punching him. The victim was 
also stabbed in the leg during 
a struggle that ensued. 

The victim also suffered 
bruising and scratching to his 
arms, legs, back, head, and 
hands as well as a cut nose and 
swollen eye. His room was 
ransacked and £125 and a 
mobile phone stolen.

Councillors back 
critical report over 
plan for stroke unit 

SOUTHEND councillors have backed a report 
which criticised plans to create a specialist stroke 
unit for mid and south Essex at Basildon Hospital 
rather than Southend. 

The proposal for a hyper acute stroke unit 
(HASU) in Basildon is included in the plans out¬ 
lined by the Mid and South Essex Sustainability 
and Transformation Partnership (STP). 

The plans for the future of healthcare in the 
region are out to public consultation and council 
cabinet members met on Monday to discuss their 
response. 

They agreed to support the STP plans but only 
on the condition that a “satisfactory conclusion” 
is reached for council comments in a report 
before the meeting. 

Plans for the HASU were questioned in the 
report, which said: “The clinical evidence to sup¬ 
port the rationale for the incorporation of the 
Hyper Acute Stroke Unit at Basildon Hospital is 
unclear and poorly documented in the consulta¬ 
tion document.” 

The report also proposes the council seeks fur¬ 
ther information from the STP over plans to help 
it “understand why the incorporation of the 
HASU is not based around Southend Hospital 
given the strong track record Southend has in 
delivering stroke services.” 

It also said the plans are “unclear” over trans¬ 
port and transfers, as well as for how “a consoli¬ 
dated discharge and repatriation process” would 
work. 

The report outlined concerns over the viability 
of acute reconfiguration without appropriate 
investment in localities. 

The STP did not reply to the YA ’s request for a 
response at the time of going to press.

Our Lady of Lourdes 
requires improvement 


A LEIGH primary 
school has come out of 
special measures - but 
'requires improvement’. 

Our Lady of Lourdes 
Primary School, in 
Manchester Drive, was 
visited by Ofsted 
inspectors in 

December and their 
report was published 
last week. The school, 
which had been given 
the regulator's lowest 
rating 'inadequate' at 
its last inspection in 
2016, was officially 
brought out of special 
measures, after a visit 
in May found safe¬ 
guarding to be “effec¬ 
tive”. 

Interim executive 


headteacher Sally 
Nutman was appointed 
in September - she is 
also headteacher at 
Sacred Heart Primary 
School in Southend. 

In the latest report, 
inspectors found that 
teaching at the school 
was inconsistent, 
something that was 
recognised by the 
school's leaders. The 
report said pupils don't 
make enough progress 
in science, geography 
and history, and said 
some teachers “don't 
consistently adhere to 
recently introduced 
strategies”. 

It said: “Some teach¬ 
ers don't have high 


enough expectations of 
pupils and work is too 
easy. Considerable 
numbers of very able 
and articulate pupils do 
not show their full 
potential in their 
work.” 

Early years leader¬ 
ship also needed 
improvement accord¬ 


ing to the inspectors, 
who wrote: “Leaders 
have not acted swiftly 
enough to ensure chil¬ 
dren receive the best 
education they can.” 

The inspectors did 
find that the school's 
governors had acted 
“swiftly and decisive¬ 
ly” to address areas of

Taxi driver death ‘not suspicious’, say police 


POLICE have said that 
a man's death after an 
incident in 

Shoeburyness last 
summer is 'not suspi¬ 
cious'. 

At around 10.15pm 
on Wednesday, August 
30, Tony Kemp, 65, 
from Great Wakering, 
was found injured in 
Ness Road and was 
taken to hospital but 


later died. 

An Essex Police 
spokesman said: 
“Following a thorough 
investigation, includ¬ 
ing a number of foren¬ 
sic medical examina¬ 
tions, the death is not 
suspicious.” 

The spokesman 
added that two 16 year- 
old girls and an 18 
year-old woman, who 


were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of GBH, have 
been told they will face 
no further action. A 
spokesman for the 
Essex coroner's office 
confirmed Mr Kemp's 
case was recorded as 
'Form B', meaning no 
inquest is required. 

His cause of death 
was recorded as hypox¬ 
ic encephalopathy and 


ischemic heart disease. 

Essex Police origi¬ 
nally said Mr Kemp 
suffered head injuries 
prior to his death. 

But a spokesman said 
tis week: Mr Kemp hit 
his head when falling 
to the floor but this did 
not cause his death. 

“We’ve never said his 
cause of death was a 
head injury.”

Steel

I ARK Steel’s new UK comedy tour - 
Every Little Thing’s Gonna Be Alright - 
stops off at the Palace Theatre, 
Westcliff-on-Sea, on Friday, March 16. 

It’s been a bizarre few years. Along with a myr¬ 
iad of surprises and absurdities, he has suffered 
the shock of divorce from his wife of 11 years. 

Not long ago, as he explains, it seemed highly 
unlikely the UK would vote to leave the EU; 
Donald Trump was a buffoon who surely was not 
going to beat Hilary Clinton; and Steel was living 
the married suburban ideal. A year later, it has all 
gone horribly wrong. But don’t worry, as he thinks 
Every Little Thing’s Gonna Be Alright. 

Steel, who grew up in Swanley, Kent, started 
doing stand-up in 1982 on a circuit of “bizarre” 
gigs, often performing after jugglers and escapol¬ 
ogists who “banged nails into their ears”. 

In 1992 he came into the public eye presenting 
a satirical radio show, The Mark Steel Solution, 
on BBC Radio 5, consisting of half-hour mono¬ 
logues offering solutions to social problems. 

He has also worked as a columnist for The 
Guardian, and The Independent - winning 
Columnist of the Year at the Press Awards 2015. 

He has presented the BAFTA-nominated Mark 
Steel Lectures for BBC2, and is a regular on BBC 
One’s Have I Got News For You and Radio 4’s 
News Quiz. He has also appeared on Ql and 
Room 101 and written several books including 
Reasons To Be Cheerful and What’s Going On. 

Now the star of Radio 4’s Mark Steel’s In 
Town, currently in its eighth series, he is back 
on the road with a show guaranteed to make 
the world seem even more bizarre than it is. 

He points out: “There’s great comedy in 
things not turning out as you expect. 

“For example, regardless of your politics, you 
have to be amused that someone so magnificent¬ 
ly confident calls an unnecessary election and 
mucks it up. Now Theresa May can’t even make a 
speech at her own conference without spluttering 
like a kid in a nativity play. That’s funny, isn’t it?” 

The show also charts the demise of his mar¬ 
riage and he is capable of poking fun at the silli¬ 
er aspects of the break-up. 

Some of his wife’s grounds for divorce lend 



themselves to 
comedy: he 

never cut the 
privet (not a 
euphemism); 
hadn’t trained the 
dog; he went on tour; 
and he is obsessed with 
sport. “Guilty as charged,” 

Steel admits. 

“There was one night I said, ‘I’m 
coming up to bed in a minute, but then 
realised, ooh the fencing is on. It wasn’t 
just any old tournament, it was Hungary 
versus Italy.” 

Refreshingly he understands that 
everything in life has a funny side to it, 
even painful events. “It doesn’t cheer 
you up or make you laugh, but you 
know it’ll make an audience laugh 
because they recognise the truth of it.” 

The show is not about him putting 
his side of things. “That would be 
unfair. It’s about the process of what 
happens when a marriage goes wrong. 

“It seemed idyllic, our suburban life liv¬ 
ing just outside Brighton, and then some¬ 
one’s furious with you and everything falls 
apart.” Mark now lives in London with his 
son, Elliot, 21, who is also a stand-up, and 
his 17-year-old daughter. 

“I’m quite chirpy at the moment. I rang home 
the other day and Elliot was doing the washing 
and I thought, ‘Ah, life’s nice, isn’t it?”

D ANIEL Day-Lewis wears success like 
an impeccably tailored suit. He is the 
most feted male performer of any 
generation in terms of Oscars glory in a 
leading role with three golden statuettes on 
the mantelpiece for transformative perfor¬ 
mances in My Left Foot, There Will Be 
Blood and Lincoln. 

Day-Lewis’s willingness to suffer for his 
art and immerse himself in the day-to-day 
toil of his characters is the stuff of feverish 
ly shared legend. 

He remained in a wheelchair during film¬ 
ing of My Left Foot, refusing to break 
character even to feed himself. He 
endured physical pain in bruising on 
screen bouts in The Boxer and denied 
himself sustenance and sleep to con¬ 
vincingly portray an exhausted Gerry 
Conlon in In The Name Of The Father. 

Day-Lewis delivers his final screen per¬ 
formance before self-imposed retirement 
as a perfectionist dressmaker in Paul 
Thomas Anderson’s artfully stitched 
drama, which is set in the salons of 1950s 
London. 

It is another flawless embodiment of the 
emotionally crippled male psyche, deli¬ 
ciously complicated by an ambiguous 
sexuality and a softly-spoken fastidious 
ness that doesn’t extend to personal 
relationships... except for an uncom¬ 
fortably close bond to a ferocious, 
purse-lipped sister, played with 
scorching intensity by Lesley 
Manville.

Red card for Masuaku in spitting disgrace

Wigan Athletic 2 
West Ham United 0 
FA Cup fourth round 
Brian Jeeves reporting 
from the DW Stadium 
WEST HAM United’s involve¬ 
ment in this season’s Emirates FA 
Cup was brought to a shuddering 
end on Saturday as goals early in 
each half from Will Grigg earned 
Sky Bet League One outfit Wigan 
Athletic a comfortable win at the 
DW Stadium. 

Despite prioritising Premier 
League survival, West Ham man¬ 
ager David Moyes was quick to 
point out that success in the cup 
would come as a boost to his side. 

Nevertheless, Moyes made a 
number of changes to the side 
which drew 1-1 with AFC 
Bournemouth last week, with Joe 
Hart returning in goal and new loan 
signing Joao Mario on the bench. 

Wigan, five points clear at the 
top of League One, went into the 
match defending an unbeaten 
sequence stretching back 14 
matches in all competitions. 

The Hammers had won both of 
their previous FA Cup encounters 
with the Latics, winning 
1-0 in a third-round tie in 1984, 
then more recently a 2-1 win at the 
DW Stadium 20 years later. 

However, the hosts swiftly went 
about amending those statistics 
when Northern Irish frontman, 
Grigg, headed Nathan Byrne’s cen¬ 
tre powerfully beyond Hart with 
barely seven minutes on the clock. 

The Hammers were already 
looking shell-shocked as the third- 


tier side took complete control of 
proceedings. 

Only an assistant’s flag denied 
the home side a second after Chey 
Dunkley dived headlong to beat 
Hart from close range. 

Arthur Masuaku was offering 
the Hammers greatest threat, 
marauding down the left-hand 
side. But it was Wigan who con¬ 
tinued to look the more likely - 
Grigg again close, heading the 
wrong side of an upright after 
Byrne had once again provided 
the opportunity. 

West Ham were dealt a further 
blow when Pedro Obiang was 
stretchered off following a strong 
but fair challenge from Max 
Power. Meanwhile, on the stroke 
of half-time, Obiang’s replace¬ 
ment, Reece Oxford, sliced high 
and wide after Antonio Martinez 
had wriggled clear down the right. 

West Ham reappeared for the 
second period with a spring in 
their step. But their problems soon 
deepened as Masuaku was shown 
a straight red card after appearing 
to spit at Latics impressive play- 
maker Nick Powell. 

Things soon went from bad to 
worse for the east Londoners. Reece 
Burke handled as Grigg looked for 
an opening, and the Latics striker 
sent Hart the wrong way for his and 
Wigan’s second of the afternoon 
from the resulting spot-kick. 

Powell continued to tease the 
Hammers backline, while Byrne’s 
fizzing low cross eluded a clutch 
of potential takers as the 
Lancashire side looked to put the 
contest beyond doubt. 

It was a truly miserable after¬ 


noon for West Ham, and the huge 
travelling support had seen 
enough with many by now already 
back on the motorway. 

The loss of Obiang, through 
what appeared to be a serious 
injury, and potentially Masuaku 
with a lengthy band to follow 
added to the manager’s concerns. 

There was little disputing that 
Wigan thoroughly deserved their 
victory against a Hammers side 
that failed to muster a single shot 
on target. 

Moyes said after the game: “We 
didn’t play like a Premier League 
team, but we didn’t have a Premier 
League squad out.
